Expositions, Fifty Years 


Apart, Contrasted 


At the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadeiphia in 1876, one of the mbdst 
interesting and undoubtedly the most 
valuable exhibit was the newly in- 
vented telephose which was. being 
displayed to the publie for the first 
time by Alexander Graham Bell. At 
the Centennial, however, the  tele- 
phone was only an exhibit—nothing 
more. 

At the Sesqui-Centennial incw in 
progress in Philadelphia, the  tele- 
phone is really the nerve center of 
the exposition. Every building is 
making use of its service... The giant 
stadium, with a seating capacity oi 
100,000 people, is splendidly equip- 
ped with a -loud speaker system. 
Public telephcfies aré to be found 
everywhere, and the thousands of 
people attending the exposition ac 
cept the telephone service as a mat 
ter of course, as a part of the genera! 
scheme of things, just as if it had 
always existed. 

What a contrast with conditions 
fifty years ago, when there were but 
two telephones ita the entire exposi- 
tion and they were exhibits which 
attracted attention because of their 
novelty and called.forth many queries 
and remarks as to the genuineness of 
the invefttion. In fat, many peo- 
ple believed it was a hoax and that 
it was merely a question of time be- 
fore the secret would become public 
as to “how the thing worked.” For 
they believed that it was worked by 
agencies, human and unseen to the 
eye. 

When the telephone was exhibited 
at the Centennial Exposition, it first 
occupied an inconspicuous place in 
the gallery, but later was removed to 
a position on the main floor of the 
Main Buildiag. MIHustrative of the 
great’ strides which the telephone has 
made since that time is the fact that 
at the Sesqui-Centennial celebration 
the American Telephone afid® Tele- 
graph Company has a large exhibit.
